Leader Of Foggia Blasting 
Given DFC Upon His Return 


Allied H eadquarters in North 
Africa, Aug. 26 (AP)—Not only 
Foggia airfield but also a great 
mass of m ilitary etiquette and 
convention was severely dam ­ 
aged by yesterday’s American 
raid.

Dear Sir: 
In the words of Mark Twain: "The 
report of my death Is greatly exag­ 
gerated." 
T hat goes for injury or 
.shell shock, 
Mrs. Strevig has been 
phoned and wired on two different 
occasions for confirmation. 
Since writing this note to the 
press Ona might suggest a few items 
of interest. 
It is a well known fact 
now that our Division has been in 
the African Campaign. We have had 
the pleasure of exterm inating the 
term ites in this beautiful country, j 
We have traveled from the Atlantic 
coast to the M editerranean coast in 
Tunisia. 
The Find Pass, the Kas- 
serine Pas*. Feriana, Oafsa, Mckna- 
ssey, Senid Stattion, Sbeitla. Bidi 
Bou Zid. are never to be forgotten 
experiences. 
Our Valentine for February 
14 
was well delivered and humorously 
received 
Fear mingled with de- * 
term ination to see it through and a 
bit of humor rallied our men to their 
best. 
I am not permitted to reveal here 
the full particulars. 
But on two of 
the nights, especially on Tuesday 
night I was drafted into service as a 
line officer. A shortage, not by cas­ 
ualty, but by two many positions to 
l>e filled, left us without an officer. 
Then, as a Chaplain will experience 
m any such demands, I was called 
upon to lead the am unltion and i 
supply trains along the front to sup­ 
ply our Artillery Batteries. 
After 
refuelling the big armored 
guns, 
leeding the men, and supplying am ­ 
unltion curiosity caused us to delay i 
our return to our original position, i 
Secondly, as a Chaplain I had a 
duty ta perform which consisted of 
visiting the gun crews. 
A Chaplain 
cannot afford not to be seen on the 
front line with his men. 
So, two hours passed by rapidly. 
At I a. rn. a skirmish between our 
outposts and the enemy was heard 
Soon the fireworks started. 
It was 
the biggest Fourth of July experi­ 
ence th at I ever witnessed. 
Our 
guns were about to register on the 
target. 
I took off as one Is not 
wanted 
around 
to give 
positions 
away. Again my trucks and I h alt­ 
ed along the road leading to a cer­ 
tain village and observed the gun 
fire by night. 
W ithin five minutes 
pveps, trucks, and small propelled 
guns passed us in retreat at high 
speed. One of the officers called to 
us saying: "Oct the Hell out. the 
Germ ans arc coming." 
The next 
moment we realized th at our guns 
withdrew and we were sitting In 
"no man 8 land." 
In a minute our 
vehicles were headed back on the 
road, but enemy artillery was fall­ 
ing on either side of the road and 
not more than 300 yards back of us. 
We did not hesitate to move. 
The village of Sebeitia was fought 
over at least three, if not four times. 
The buildings are of stone and tim ­ 
ber, mostly stone and plaster. 
The 
last time I drove through the village 
it looked like a stone pile ready for 
the craftsm en to begin work Where 
were the citizens? 
Out in the hills 
living under the stars. 
W hat is a 
sacrifice? 
A village of 1.500 people 
completely destroyed: Houses, fu r­ 
niture, some cattle, few people. 
Two other experiences of a per­ 
sonal nature occurred in this first 
battle. 
On the way to Hajeb El 
Oulu on a Monday to visit a battery 
on out-post thirty-five miles from 
our position we were straffed. 
My 
driver, clerk, and I escaped safely. 
Two peeps were slightly damaged, 
and two officers slightly wounded. 
Wish th at I could give you the par­ 
ticulars of this. 
About two weeks 
later we were bombed. At the time 
I was visiting wounded men in our 
hospital. The bomb.s fell in tile arca 
oJ the ward tents. 
Medics usually 
do not have fox holes as they do 
not expect bombing and straffing. 
Tills may have been by accident. 
There are reasons for Uhs incident, 
which I shall not reveal now. Bombs 
fell within 50 yards of us. We were 
in prone position and only one m an 
received a deep head wound. 
Another sector of excitem ent was 
the Gafsa-M aknassey theatre. Much 
of im portance happened here. 
To 
travel forty to sixty miles on these 
sand roads is an uncomfortable and 
dusty encounter. At McKnassey we 
held our sector of the line and en­ 
joyed the battle, if battles arc en­ 
joyed. 
Tile great discomfort was 
con titer-battery. 
Now, bombing is 
disconcerting, 
but 
missels 
flying 
through the air from guns is a weird 
experience. 
The gun reports most 
likely five to eight miles away. We 
hear the report. In a flash ive hear 
the whistle. Everyone hits the dirt. 
The shell explodes. 
Well, one shell would not disturb 
one but does it stop there? Then in 
this position the beautiful flares 
dropped from planes at night was a 
new experience. 
After the flares 
bombing and strafluig. One twenty 
m illimeter shell hit two feet from

my slit trench tw’o minutes after I 
decided to throw back the cover 
and leap out the back of my tent 
into the trench 
I mean leap, too 
much light to let the enemy sec as 
move. 
Two days later we had a bombing 
raid 
It was my worst experience. 
The crystal of my wrist watch still 
carries the scratch of a bomb frag­ 
ment, The man fifty feet from me 
had his head dissected. I have been 
corresponding with his family. D ur­ 
ing this battle I was sent for by the 
Infantry to bury their dead. 
After 
a m ortar barrage several men were 
killed and I proceeded to bury them 
fifty yards from the enemy lines: 
Under the cover of darkness. 
Yes 
we buried them 
More I shall not 
say. 
Not often th a t the chaplains 
bury men. most the time pieces of 
men. 
We leave the south end of 
our sector. 
In Beja, M ateur, Perrysville. Bi­ 
zone. Tunis we had good hunting 
as General Montgomery refers to 
it. 
This battle was too recent and 
tile geographical terrain, and cities 
are of present operational im port­ 
ance. Therefore I shall say nothing. 
I visited old Carthage, now’ a beauti­ 
ful sea coast resort across the blue 
M editerranean from Cape Bon. An­ 
cient Carthage was asleep, but her 
contribution to culture and history 
is much alvie. 
On hill (so, and so, I had the 
pleasure of interring twelve Nazis 
in one day. But we m ust remember 
th at many G erm an boys are buried 
who are not Nazi. 
I spoke to a 
prisoner as they marched through 
our lines by the thousands.

me as the prisoners tell m any of us. 
"I'm glad it s over."

born.
